Ottawa: When parliament meets 
on December 5, the government 
undoubtedly will be severly criti- 
cized because it did not act sooner 
on the dollar crisis. In fact, the 
government is busy at this mom- 
ent preparing to mect this chal- 
lenge.

Editor, Bulletin—J note that the 
dairy companies are asking for 
permission to raise the price of 
milk, and expect that if they can 
prove that they are operating at a 
loss an increase wil] be allowed. 
If so the increase should be no 
more than sufficient to cover in- 
creased operating costs and not 
enough to enable the companies to 
make a profit and pay dividends. 
In times like these they should be 
made to share increased costs in- 
stead of being allowed to exact 
their full pound of flesh at the ex- 
pense of the consumer, 

At the time of the last increase 
two of the large companies blos- 
somed out with a large number of 
new botttles plentifully decorated 
with highly colored advertising, 
| replacing the plain bottles that had 
| served the purpose for many years 
This cost money and appeared to 
|} be an unnecessary expenditure at 
a time when they claimed to be 
operating at a loss 

Few realize to what an extent we 
are being made to pay, these days 
When subsidies and controls are 
removed the whole of the increas- 
ed costs are passed on to the con- 
sumer, with no corresponding 
reduction in taxes. In this way 
the big interests are protected 
from any loss and in most cases 
Make extre profit by adding a few 
cents, the government loses noth- 
ing, and the consumer pays double.

ANOTHER FORMIDABLE group CALGARY, Nov. 27 (CP) 


is the well-known “C clique”, head- 
ed by the brothers Chen Li-Fu 
and Chen Kuo-Fu.

est governmental subdivisions—the

In the past, Chiang has been 
able, within tight confines of the 
party’s central committee or the 
national congress, to play these 
factions off against each other and 
to emerge at the top. This mani- 
pulation now is more difficult 
since it involve 1e complexity of 
election machinery and gives dis 
satisfied groups a chance to gripe 

KUOMINTANG officials called 
Chiang barely 24 hours after the 
voting places closed and said the 
nomination system was unfair be 
cause it failed to consider qualifi- 
cations and merits of individual 
party members. They contended 
it favored those who had pull with 
the party’s central committee 
Chiang, who foresaw these out- 
eries a few weeks ago told govern- 
ment officials to place the elections 
second to the civil war, promised 
remedial measures 

Should the Kuomintang revolt 
boil over Chiang might have to 
resort to increased anti-Commun- 
ist propaganda or scare up some 
other whipping boy to distract at- 
tention

Of Sask. Labor Board 


REGINA, Nov. 27.—(CP)—Government counsel con- 
tended yesterday that the Saskatchewan Labor Relations 
Board was similar in principle to Workmen's Compensation 
Boards and that a long series of judicial decisions had con- 
firmed the right of a provincial government to establish 
such “administrative tribunals.”

She re- 
ferred to a report which indicated 
inspectors had visited 2,171 homes 
in a year, and expressed the opin- 
ion that such a number could not

Last June the Canadian 
Press carried a story from 
London stating that there was 
no heir to the baronetcy now 
held by Sir Charles Hardinge 
of London. The story was 
clipped from a Canadian news- 
paper and was sent to Robert 
Hardinge, who was living in 
the West Court hotel, Denver. 

Hardinge sent family docu- 
ments to Hankinson establish- 
ing that he was the son of 
Edmund Cyril Hardinge who 
emigrated to Canada from 
England late in the last cen- 


e tury to work on the Canadian 


Pacific Railway, 
Later the senior Hardinge 
went to Indiana where Robert 


was born in 1887. Hankinson 
said yesterday that Robert 
Hardinge’s claim has been 


approved by the home office 
and that his name will be 
published in the next issue of 
Debrett as heir to the title. 

On the death of the present 
heir he will become Sir Rob- 
ert Hardinge, Bart. Then the 
title will pass to his son, 
Robert Arnold, also living in 
Denver. 


Last June Hankinson said he 
was willing to investigate the 
claim of John Lawson King 
of Vancouver, B.C., who said 
he believed he might be the 
heir to the sixth baronetcy. 

At that time, Sir Charles 
Hardinge, the fifth baronet, . 
now living in London, said: 
“The matter was ventilated in 
Canada without any consent.”
